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Failure of the Bounty Grab. 


President Grant come to the rescue of 


the tax-payers and the defense of the 
National Treasury in the last hour of 
Congress, when both 
people 
and 


Treasury bud beoc abandoned by both 
Houses of Congress. Ho refused to 
sign tiie hugest grab of the session — the 
so-called Boutty Equalization bill— and 
wonld have sent in n veto message, it is 
reported, if there had been time. 


The iniquities of the bill as finally 


passed were conceived in the Senate. As 
tho bill came originally from the House 
it was objectiocftbie only on the score of 
iard times and an empty Treasury. It 
provided for the payment of bounty at tb 
rate of $100 a year for the time of actn 
service to all who had carried firms i 
the Union army during the war of th 
Rebellion, after deducting in each cus 
any Federal, State, county or locn 
bounty that hud been paid. This vv:> 
literally an "Equalization" bill, since 
provided for the payment of bounty t 
actual soldiers who had enlisted an 
borne armes from patriotic motives an 
had received no other compensation tha 
the pay of the regular troops. But th 
moment the bill reached the Senate 
some of the demagogues of that body- 
including those who imagine themselve 
Fresidental candidates — scented an op 
portnnity for making political capital a 
the public cost, and the bill \yns loadec 
down 'with amendment*; destroying its 
original character, and embracing the 
following classes: 


1. The Home Guards— taking in tens 


of thousands of men in Missouri, Ken- 
tacky, Tennessee, West Virginia nnc 
other border States, of doubtful loyalty, 
•who merely did guard duty at home over 
their own and neighbors' property, were 
never under fire in the United States 
seivice, and received all the pay that 
was promised to them. 


2. Teamsters, wagoners, artificers, 


musicians, and all the manifold depend- 
ents of active army service, who are nol 
enlisted, rarely if ever incur danger, and 
enter the service of the Government for 
the same motives they would enter pri- 
vate service. 


3. All the ex-slaves who had been in 


any way attached to the army, and who 
were amply paid in gaining their eman- 
cipation from slavery. 


4. Certain Indian tribes in the Weal 


who had engaged in war for a period 
with other Indians of supposed Rebel 
proclivities. 


5. Seamen engaged all along the At- 


lantic coast and on the rivers in trans 
portation business. 


G. Even 'these additionsclid not satisfy 


the reckless demagogues, and they made 
a final, grand and comprehensive bid for 
votes by striking out the provision de- 
ducting State and local bounties. They 
thus destroyed the equalization feature 
of the bill, and provided for paying 
those who enlisted in the latter part of 
the war, and who received local boun- 
ties ranging from §300 to §1,000, at just 
the same rate as those who enlisted early 
in the war and did not receive a dollar 
of local bounty. 


The Seuate amendment changed the 


original appropriation of 825,000,000 or 
$30,000,000 to §150,0(K»,000 or 8200,- 
000,000. The Senate then added the

10 wells for the use of the army under 
cneral Howard's command, and at 


Hampton Falls, N. H., where land was 
endered valueless for want of water, he 
ocated streams which now supply all 
eeded demands. 


Treasury might sell bonds and increase 
the public debt to any amount necessary 
to pay the multitudinous claims under 
this monstrous bill.

The Senate amendments were agreed 


to in the Conference Committee, ap- 
proved by the House, and rescued from 
oblivion in the Senate by the special ef- 
fort of Vice President Wilson, who was 
trying to out-bid Gen. Logan for Presi- 
dential votes. The bill was only de- 
feated at last by President Grant's re- 
fusal to sign it; and the country may 
thank him for saving $l!iO,000,000 or 
$200,000,000 of the public funds from a 
reckless, indiscriminate and unjust dis- 
tribution. The next Democratic Con- 
gress will scarcely care to seek votes by 
reviving this scheme of wholesale plun- 
der of the tax-payers.— Chicago Tribune.
